‘bles, and then making money at it, 
while here, where the land. cos:s. but 
little, and the cost of production — is 
| almost nothing, very little is actually 
made growing vegetables. 


| The farmers of the district havo 
here a sure and a safe source of re-- 
venue as yet almost untouckel. Po- 
|tatoes, turnips, beets, carrots, ete., 
‘can be produced here at such small 
unbelievable 
lthat so few are grown. It does not 
cost more than half as much to grow 
‘a bushel of any of these as it does to 
a bushel of oats The only expense 
| worth mentioning is the harvesting 
and marketing. If these things can 
ke drawn direct from the field to the 
car, the expense is very small, Wspe~- 
cially in the case of farmers living 
close to a railway station the induce- 
‘ment is very great. A farmer who 
, Will make the effor: can sccure puy-- 
[ers in advance to take his entire crop a 
so that he saves ail unnecessary 
handling and runs. no risk, 


The cost of growing ‘any of — these ' 
| veretailes, aside from the harvesting 
and marketing, is not more than five 
cents per bushel if properly managed. 


~, With proper appliances they can cas- 


ily be harvested fcr another five cents 
The cost of marketing of course de- 
pends on the distance from the sta- 
tion aid the date of delivery. And 
here lies the whole difficulty in the 
matter—the question of storage, The- 
re are practically no dealers in the 
country prejfared to store vegetables 
in large quantities. Very few farm- 
ers have made provisions for stor-- 
age. The result is that farmers do 
not care to grow more than they can 
sell in the fall, and a source of large 
revenue lies idle. It is true‘ there is 
not always a ready sale for vegeta-- 
bles even in the spring, although the- 
Te may be people within one hundred 
miles compelied to do without vege- 
! tables because there is none to be had 
The connection between the producer 
arhl the consumer is very imperfect 
The dealer does not know where to 
get a supply, the consumer docs not 
know where to get q market, 


| The remedy is sinyple. Let the farm 
ers grow considerable quantities of 
\{nesebroots and store what they do 
not readily sell in the fall. Already 
sale is probable in the spring at pri- 
ees which mean a big profit. But if 
‘for any reason the proper. connection 
is not found the first year for the 
sale of all the vegetables grown, the 
‘remainder is worth mpre than it cost 
ito feed to stock. There can be no 
‘Noss. What is fed pays well. What’ 
is miderinee a price that makes the 
farmer unwilling to feed the roots if 
he can avoid it. Farmers who grow 
(quantities of vegetables ‘every — ycar 
| Will soon> find ready sale for ali they 
lean produce, 


To judge of the profit for the La- 
combe farmer, it is necessary merely 
_to consider who his competitors are,

Now, if the different commu- 
nities would come together and agree 
on spending some extra time or mon- 
ey on acertain piece of road‘ that 
would interest them, either in cutting 
down a hill or raising a grade, or 
what in most cases will do the most 
benefit to the roads in this-country is 
drainage, 

In the maintaining of our roads no 
implement is more useful than the 
road drag. It must be persistently 
used, however, especially after rains. 
The irost effective time depends on 
the quality of the road ma‘erial and 
other local conditions.

‘seller is stationed in’ front. of a large 
dial having prices ranged around it 
from lowest to highest. There is also 
a large board containing like numbers 
which can he electrically lighted, ‘and 
they are connected to the seats. After 
the proper announcement of the lot 
of eggs ‘as to quality and weight, the 
sdiler starts the hand slowly moving 
around the dial. When at any figure, 
the buyer presses his button and the 
corresponding figure on board — lights 
up, and his number isregistered by 
an annunciator. As the hand moves 
on, the next bidder can register 
higher number, ard so on until 
bidding is finished. | The method 
said to work very well, and no doubt 
can be applied to all Kinds. of auc-- 
tions sales.
